Patrick Deane first became interested in tokens in 1970 when he started working at Spink and Son Limited when they 
were coin dealers. He was given the task of running their token department with the help of André de Clermont, who had 
previously been in charge of it and had an extremely good knowledge of the series. 


When Patrick left Spink in 1973 and went on his own as a coin dealer, he started to collect the Eighteenth Century Token 
Series or Conder tokens as they are known in America, and formed a very good collection with many rare and interesting 
pieces. By 1984 he had amassed some 1,250 pieces and decided that there was too much competition from other collectors 
to buy the rarest and best pieces! He priced each piece in the collection and offered the tokens to the four main collectors 
at that time. They bought about half the collection and then over the next couple of years Patrick disposed of the 
remaining pieces. 


Twenty years or so elapsed before the collection was re-started, when a chance meeting with Paul Dawson of Spink gave 
him the opportunity to start acquiring some extremely interesting pieces from the Cokayne collection that were appearing 
on the market at that time. Patrick’s enthusiasm for the Series returned and he started to collect again, creating an even 
larger collection than before, of about 2,500 pieces. 


There are many unique pieces including some extremely interesting uniface trial strikings in this second collection. He 
was also very fortunate to buy the Sawbridgeworth Penny from the Baldwin Basement Collection for half what he was 
expecting to pay. This piece is in the first catalogue, BB part I, and is probably the star of his collection. This token, one 
of 5 in existence, holds the record price for any 18". c. tradesmen’s token sold — in the Noble Collection auctioned in 
Melbourne in July 1988 a similar example sold for A$60,000! 


In the ensuing years the collection grew and Patrick has now reached a stage in his life when he has decided to release 
the collection and accordingly has chosen to give A H Baldwin’s the task of handling the auction sale to disperse this 
magnificent collection of eighteenth century tokens onto the market. 


Also of note is a most impressive collection of Devonshire seventeenth century tokens — largest to come to the market for 
many years. Patrick grew up on a farm in Devon but decided that was not the life for him so left to come and work in 


London. This, then, is a collection formed of the area which from where he comes, and indeed, at the time of writing, still 
lives. 


He hopes that collectors from around the world will be excited by this offering of tokens from his collection and as he says 
‘there will be something here for everybody to bid on’.

PART I 


PREFACE 


This is the first of two (or even three) auctions of the Deane Family Collection of British Tradesmen’s tokens. 


It consists essentially of two parts — a small collection of Devon seventeenth century tokens consisting of an initial 56 lots 
covering some 47 towns and villages in Devon. Devon is Patrick Deane’s home county and this, his collection of local 
coins, is probably after the Norweb collection, the largest selection of 17". c. tokens of Devon ever to be offered for sale. 
There are many rarities and a lot that have only come onto the market once or twice. 


The second part is his collection of Eighteenth Century Tradesmen’s tokens which is by far the larger section to be sold 
below. In this auction we are selling the pennies from England, Wales, Scotland and Ireland and the halfpennies and 
farthings of Wales, Scotland, and Ireland in some 520 subsequent lots. The very large number of English halfpennies and 
farthings will be sold in one or two auctions next year. 


Of particular note — and the hallmark of this collection is the ‘blue-blooded provenance’ of many of the pieces. Many 
tokens can be traced back to famous collections including John Dudman’s (acquired by Baldwins in 1914), Richard 
Dalton’s (sold privately), Frederick Lincoln’s (sold by Glendining’s in 1936) and of course Francis S Cokayne’s. 


This latter collector is of particular note as his was probably the most extensive and finest collection of eighteenth-century 
tokens ever to have been put together. Francis Cokayne began collecting, along with his brother Morton, in the late 
1880s. He had the pick of James Atkins’ cabinet (see lots 313, 360, 390 etc) and bought from all the noted collectors and 
participated in every major token auction for some 50 years right up until the mid 1930s. Alfred Baldwin represented him 
in auction and dealt with a lot — in fact it was a standing rule at Baldwin’s ‘that staff could not leave on a Friday night 
until a new parcel of tokens had been posted to Mr. Cokayne’s offices at Montagu Square’. Each of his tokens has two 
tickets written in fountain pen — one with the Dalton & Hamer and Atkins attributions and another recording from whom 
he had bought it, for what price and what date. 


Baldwin’s bought his massive collection just after the war in 1946 but sadly, shortly after, whilst some building work was 
being done to their premises, in Robert Street some of the cabinets of tokens ‘went missing’ and a large portion of the 
collection was lost. Then, some sixty years later, a lot of Cokayne tokens started appearing on the London market and 
whilst it is not possible to say that these are specifically those lost tokens (as no record was kept), certainly they had not 
been seen on the market since before the last world war. Patrick Deane recognised the importance of these tokens - or 
particularly their provenance and bought them up wherever and whenever he could in these first years of the present 
century. 


The Irish section at the end of the auction is particularly of note in this respect as almost every one has a Cokayne 
provenance, backed up by the two tickets. All these pieces were acquired by Cokayne in the first half of the last century 
and there is no record of them being offered for sale until PD acquired them some 15 years ago! In this section there are 
some extreme rarities — many the ultimate, ‘unique’ and thus offer a rare opportunity to acquire material collected by 
Cokayne up to a hundred years ago or more. 


Similarly with the Welsh, there are some excessively rare and unique ex Cokayne tokens — notably the uniface artist die 
trials of Anglesey halfpennies (such as lots 306 and 307) and unique Dalton & Hamer plate pieces (such as lot 313) another 
Anglesey halfpenny. 


Amongst the pennies are also some spectacular and spectacularly rare pieces — the large Somerset mule penny with the 
arms of Cowes on its reverse — one of two known (lot 203), or the uniface artist’s trial striking of Welch’s Birmingham 
penny (lot 240) — and many others. It is also interesting to note that quite a few of these tokens came out of Baldwin’s 
Basement — part of the residue not included in the three previous Baldwin token auctions.

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Lastly, a quick note on the organisation of the tokens in this catalogue. 


After much consideration I have decided not to follow the order of the three Baldwin’s Basement 18". c. 
token auctions, ie. listing the tokens alphabetically by issuer — but rather revert to the more traditional form 
of ordering the tokens by county as per Dalton & Hamer. This is parth 
and also my more ‘old school’ ideas of collecting by county. Also, | think 
18". c. tokens know their way around Dalton and Hamer, and as all the tokens have D&H 
therefore, it makes it easier if the order of this catalogue follows a similar line.

There is one exception. Some of the building series issued by the London token manufacturers of, for instance, 
Skidmore’s ‘Globe’ or ‘Clerkenwell’ series or the Prattent’s “London and Westminster’ series include tokens 

of Norfolk , Northumberland or Inverness-shire etc. These I have listed under their own counties but with 
Middlesex/London D&H reference numbers. Thus, any county collectors looking for local tokens will aise 
them easily, plus it makes sense, | think, that a token featuring Glastonbury Abbey should be listed under 


Somerset or Fort George under Inverness for example! 


Again, although the political tokens and ‘medalets’ which are generally listed under Middlesex by D&H do 
not really have anything to do with that county - but are more accurately ‘national’, I have left in that county 


to fit in the D&H order. 


The majority of the tokens listed under Middlesex are for London — and where possible I have given a more 
accurate location of their issue or connection. 


Where possible I have tried to make the lots single coins — but where the value is quite low, I have had to 
make multiple lots, especially where they are similar tokens with just some minor spacing variation. 


Finally, I had originally intended this Part I to be the first half of the Deane Family auction of 18". c. tokens 
- but I see from the cabinet that I am only a third of the way through the trays - and as half of these are the 
large size pennies (42 coins a tray) — it is possible that with the smaller sized English halfpennies to go (54 
coins a tray), there look to be a further 1200 or so lots to come early next year. It may be necessary to divide 


them into Part II and II - will advise later in the year!

After Daniel Eaton was acquitted of sedition in 1794, the London Corresponding Society commissioned a penny 
weight medal in commemoration, and appreciation of those involved in this verdict. The names inscribed on the 
reverse were those of the jurors and the Society's belief that “adherence to principles of reason and justice by juries 
does more to secure attachment to the laws than armies of Hessians and Hanoverians.” Fourteen silver medals 
were struck to be presented to the jurors; with two to go to Eaton’s counsel, John Gurney and Felix Vaughn. 
The LCS also approved the production of examples in copper and white metal which were intended to be sold to 
members of the LCS at 6d each. In March of 1794 Thomas Hardy, the founder of the LCS, was arrested for High 
Treason and the medals were seized by the government on the grounds of sedition. The medals were not returned 
until July 1795 and distributed shortly thereafter.

Tom Johnson (c. 1750-1797), from Derby, was a bare-knuckle fighter who was generally known to be Champion 
of England between 1784 and 1791. Prize fighting had become a popular sport in the eighteenth century and his 
prowess in boxing gave him public recognition and national fame. His success was largely due to his technical 
ability, his analytical approach, his calm and not just his very great strength. However, Johnson was not so 
successful outside the ring — he was an inveterate gambler and generally seen to be easy prey for the ‘sharper’ 
players. Undoubtedly, he earned a great deal of money from boxing and more than any other fighter at the time — 
or for that matter for the next fifty years or so. 


After his retirement in 1791 he bought a public house, the Grapes, in Lincoln's Inn Fields which soon became a 
den of gambling and criminal activity and just a few years later he died a poor man with virtually all of his very 
large wealth squandered. 


In October of 1789, at Banbury, Johnson fought Isaac Perrins from London, nicknamed the ‘knock-kneed 
hammerman from Soho’ and it is to this outdoor event, attracting some 4,000 spectators, that the coin above refers. 
The contest was billed as a battle between Birmingham and London as well as for the English Championship. 


The two men were much the same age (late 30s) but very different in physique — Johnson was around 58’ weighing 
196lbs. and Perrins taller at 6”2’, weighing 238lbs. Johnson was smaller but nimble and artful and Perrins was 
larger but naive and bull-like. After 75 minutes of 65 rounds the exhausted favourite, Isaac Perrins was defeated, 
and it 1s recorded that “his face had scarcely the traces left of a human being”. Both Johnson and Perrins received 
250 guineas for a ees and Johnston received 2/3rds of the some. £800 taken at the gate. In addition, 
Johnston received ‘gifts’ from happy supporters who had bet on him, particularly. £1,000 from a Thomas Bullock 


who reportedly won £20,000 from a successful wager!

ANGLESEY 


In 1768 a massive vein of easily worked copper ore had been discovered on the farm on the slopes of Mynydd 
Parys, near the little port of Amlwch on Anglesey. After several years of dispute between the family who owned 
the farm and the Macclesfield Copper Company who owned the other side tai mountain, the former won with 
Thomas Williams eventually heading a local consortium named the Parys Mine Company. As well as mining 
copper Williams turned his attention in 1787 to turning the copper directly into coin initially to pay his workers 
but subsequently to solve the dire problem of the national lack of small copper change which was causing so much 
difficulty, preventing small every day transactions. Because he could not copy the current regal issue, as this 
would be ‘counterfeiting’, he looked at producing a ‘token’ of the official coinage. As this token was the correct 
bullion weight for a penny or a halfpenny there was little reason to ‘exchange’ it and he started to have copper 
coins struck briefly at Holywell in nearby Flintshire and then later in Birmingham. The design that was chosen 
was the iconically Welsh cowled druid’s head, with the initials of the company in the form of a cypher on the 
reverse. From 1788 around fifty es tokens were struck — te some fifteen million coins! The manufacture 
of tradesmen’s tokens caught on — driven by shopkeepers desperate for small change and soon, in the 1790s 
privately issued tradesmen’s tokens, led by Williams’s PMCo. Issue, would be the only change in one’s pocket 
until the Government finally had time to sort the problem after the defeat of France.

It is not entirely clear why D&H ascribed this piece to Ayrshire — however, Milton had been executing dies for a 
number of similar looking tokens for Colonel Fullarton tn this county. Sir Joseph Banks noticed these dies, while 
they were still in Milton's possession and remarking upon their resemblance to official silver coin in circulation, 
cautioned Milton against the project as the artist may be subject to “a charge little short of High Treason”. The 
project was ultimately abandoned. Milton was later dismissed from the Royal Mint in 1798 ee it was learned 
that he had been supplying counterfeit dies to produce foreign gold.

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> following tokens were issued by the Associated Irish Mine Company formed in 1787 to mine copper along 
es es of the Avoca River Sy Cronebane. The land was sold to them by the Hibernian Mining Company 
who were based on the west side of the river by Ballymurtagh. The sale o the Cronebane mine to AIMC turned 
out to be a very bad move for the HMC for rather than being a “worked out” seam the Cronebane mine hid tts 
best-kept secret for a further year when in 1788 a six to eighteen feet wide seam of high grade copper ore was 
discovered. This rich vein made the AIMC a lot of money for many years. Some of the copper mined here went into 
the manufacture of the halfpennies below to pay their workers and was the biggest token series in Ireland at this 
time. The bishop featured on the obverse is St. Patrick and such a popular national symbol was chosen to facilitate 
general acceptance of this halfpenny token throughout Ireland and in the 1790s the copper change in one’s pocket 
would have been these privately produced Irish copper halfpence — rather than the British regal issue.

10.3. A notice required or permitted to be given by either of us to the other under these Conditions shall, in the case of a Bidder, be to the last address notified 
to us and in the case of Baldwin's, shall be to its registered office. 


10.4. No failure or delay by us in exercising any of our rights under these Conditions shall be deemed to be a waiver of that right, and no waiver by us of any 
breach of these Conditions by you shall be considered as a waiver of any subsequent breach of the same or any other provision.
